return to Los Angeles by train. 
The racing pilot, who was flying 
to Long Island for the Bendix air 
races, said his throttle broke, cut­ 
ting off the engine and forcing him 
down in the rough country south of 
here. 
Suffers “Some Busted Ribs” 
Speaking from his hotel room, he 
said lie did not know just what was 
the “m atter with me,” but th at he 
thought he had "some busted ribs.” 
Asked how badly his plane was 
damaged, he said, "Bad enough that 
I’ll just take the motor out and 
leave the rest of it there.”
